Newark , N. J., Sept. 9 — While sev­ 
eral thou sand persona assembled at the 
Yaelsbu rg Motordrome here were wild­ 
ly cheering on Eddie Hasha. the c ha m ­ 
pio n motorcycle rider of the world, 
and Johnny Albright of Denver, who 
were competing in the principal event 
o f the day, il&sha 
suddenly lost con 
trol of his machine and crashed over 
the top of the 
saucer track Into the 
grand stand, followred closely by 
Al­ 
bright. 
Both were 
killed, as were fo ur 
spectators. 
Twenty-two 
of the 
on­ 
look ers were inju red, six of whom are 
In a hospital In a critical condition. 
Hasha and Albright Killed. 
H asha met death 
Instantly. 
Al­ 
bright was cru shed so badly that he 
never 
regained 
consciou sness, 
and 
died in a hospital 
here shortly after­ 
ward. 
Many spectators, who 
were 
hu rried away by their friends, were 
slightly hu rt. 
T he beau tifu l w eather had brou ght 
ou t a record crowd, and the grand 
stand and othe r seat s were taxed to 
their capacity. 
The men were riding 
at terrific speed, when l l a s ha ’s mo­ 
torcycle was seen su ddenly to swerve 
in an Instant it crashed to the top 
of the (r ack and stru ck

He 
was a very p itiable sort of blackguard 
at best. Not one tenth as bad as he 
tried to make p eop le think. 
Yet bad 
enough in a cheap , sordid way to de­ 
serve 
decent 
men's contemp t. 
He 
was tremendously vain. 
Not so vain 
of his p oetry, which was great, as of 
the p etty, melodramatic feats 
that 
roused more laughter than ap p lause. 
Byron's father was 
a 
dissolute, 
worthless army otficer. 
His mother 
was a gambler, a shrew and little 
better than her sp endthrift husband. 
The coup le quarreled and sep arated. 
The wife took her little boy and went 
to live In Scotland on an Income of 
$ 650 a year. 
Byron's father died soon 
afterward. 
On the death of his great 
uncle, in 1798, the ten-year-old hui suc­ 
ceeded to the la tte rs title and estates, 
becoming “Lord” Byron. 
His days a! 
bitter p overty were over, but 
their 
mark never wholly left him. 
Byron had been lame from birth, 
j Part of the time 
his 
mother 
over­ 
whelmed him with caresses and love 
words. 
At other times 
she 
would 
scream at him, curse him for "a lame 
| brat” and hurl books at his head. 
It 
was a bitter childhood for the sensi­ 
tive, ailljcted youngster. 
He never 
forgot it. 
Nor uid he forgive the 
mother who made him so miserable. 
He hated her to the day of his death. 
Byron began writing p oetry while 
he was a mere schoolboy. 
It was an 
artificial, morbid era in Euglish litera­ 
ture, and Byron was Just the sort of 
writer to catch 
the p ublic’s fancy. 
He found that p eop le were Interested 
In gloomy, mysterious 
heroes. 
Bo, 
both in life and In p oems, he p roceed­ 
ed to become mysterious and gloomy. 
He hinted at black secrets that cloud­ 
ed his life and talked vaguely of fear­ 
ful crimes he had committed. 
This attitude, oombined with 
his 
good looks, made him the School Girl 
Idol. 
Maidens clamored for locks of 
his hair and wrote him wildly roman­ 
tic letters. 
All this delighted Byron. 
By this time he had p lunged into the 
grossest dissip ation of Ijondori life. 
He halted for a brief time in his ca­ 
reer of vice to marry a Miss 
Mil- 
bauku. 
They were wretchedly unhap p y to­ 
gether and p arted in less than a year. 
The true reason for their sep aration 
was not made p ublic at the 
time, 
though the fault was admittedly By­ 
ron's. 
He p roceeded to write a touch­ 
ing "farewell” to his wife 
p oem that sought to draw all p ublic 
symp athy from Lady Byron and to 
make himself ap p ear more or less 
a 
martyr. 
In sp ite of this rascally ef­ 
fort p op ular op inion was against By­ 
ron, and he left England in a huff, 
never to return. 
He wandered 
around 
Switzerland, 
Italy and Greece, leading a vile life 
and writing marvelous p oetry. 
His 
jaded bruin was seeking new 
sensa­ 
tions of every sort. For instance, he 
swam die Hellesp ont, watched the cre­ 
mation of the p oet Shelley and at last 
decided to become a military hero. 
Greece was lighting for indep end­ 
ence against her Turkish op p ressors, 
Byron hurried to 
Missolonghi 
and 
p laced ids sword and life at the serv ­ 
ice of fiie Greeks. 
It seemed to him 
a fine tiling for a p oet to draw blade 
In defense of the Ancient Iamd of Po­ 
etry. 
The idea struck Byron as a 
hit of genuine insp iration. 
He Is even 
said to have had vague hop es of be­ 
coming king of Greece. 
But he found that drilling, march­ 
ing, collecting p rovisions and study­ 
ing map s was not as p oetic a p astime 
as he exp ected. 
It bored him. 
He 
p referred to loaf at Mi - olonghi. tak­ 
ing long swims, writing p oetic verse 
and flirting with 
dark-eyed 
Greek 
girls. 
And thus he sp ent much of 
his time when he might have been 
fight!: 4 for indep endence, 
H< also had a new ambition, nam e­ 
ly, to reduce his flesh. 
He tried to do 
L is by drinking vinegar and taking 
long ride« 
The result was not what 
he had hop ed. 
In fact he fell ill. 
"Don’t grill me ae you did p oor 
Shelley!" he begged hi 
friends. 
There, after a brief sickness, he 
I8j4 
Byron was 
only thirty six at t h e r i m e of his d<# tth. 
Gifted beyond 
ordinary mortals, he 
had wilfully thrown away the resp ect 
of his friends and of the world 
at 
large.
